Richmond, Va., Nov. 10.—Collec- 
lections during September from the 
4%-cent gasoline tax totaled $630,- 
000, a far larger figure than for 
September, 1925, but less than for 
August, 1926, according to State

tax for August of this year amount- 
ed to $642,061.63, the highest fig- 
ure in the history of the state. For 
September, 1925, when the tax was 
3 cents, collections were $374,- 
957.48. Gallons of gasoline sold in 
the state during September, 1926, 
totaled 14,009,108, against 12, 496,-

OHN N. WILLYS last week called attention to the healthy 

J condition in which the automotive industry finds itself. 

“The decline in motor production,” says Mr. Willys, 

“is largely due to hand-to-mouth buying by dealers who 

know that they can get all the cars they need and are, there- 
fore, not carrying any forward stocks. 

“This is general throughout the automobile industry,” he 
continues, “and the factories are making no efforts to force 
cars into dealers’ hands. While it is having a temporarily 
adverse effect on earnings, it is also keeping the industry 
in a very healthy condition.” 

All this means simply that the automobile industry 
has managed to achieve a flexibility of operation which 
always will serve to keep it from economic panics. The 
ability of factories and dealers to regulate their opera- 
tions to meet conditions as they arise constitutes the

‘fundamental strength of the industry. 

Things were not always in this happy situation. Time 
was when automobile manufacturers had to keep their out- 
put at a certain level or go to the wall. In other words, they 
were so far extended that immediate earnings to meet cur- 
rent expenses were necessary. They were compelled to dump 
cars on the dealers, regardless of the market, and the result 
was that an undue proportion of dealers passed out of the 
picture. Obviously, such a condition was neither sound nor 
healthy. Fortunately, that time is past. Manufacturers and 
dealers alike are so fixed that they can contract and expand 
gnerations to meet varying conditions. This characteristic 
of the automobile industry has been noted by so acute an 
observer as Col. Ayres of Cleveland, the well known author- 
ity on economic conditions and reactions. 


For Better Used Car Business 


UT in Los Angeles there has just been formed the 
Bonded Automobile Dealers’ Association, which has 
as its object the raising of both the ethics and the 

economics of the used car business in that city. One of the 
first proposals of the new organization is to insist on the 
licensing of all used car dealers. 

One of the practices that the association cites as un- 
healthy is the custom of many dealers of advertising and 
selling used cars from private addresses. Certainly the 
buyer has the right to know that he is doing business with 
a dealer, and the wiser buyer will prefer to buy a used car 
from a reputable merchant who can give him some sort of 
assurance that he is getting an honest value for his money. 
The reason for the use of the private addresses is that many 
buyers believe that cheaper prices can be gotten by dealing 
direct with the owner. In some cases this is probably true, 
but the shaded price is not worth the lack of substantial 
backing of the quality of the goods that are being pur- 
chased. Nevertheless many dealers recognize this feeling 
and dispose of used cars as if they were being sold by the 
owner. 

By far the better way of handling the situation would 
be for the used car merchants to educate the public to under- 
stand that they get better value and greater safety by deal- 
ing with them than they will in going direct to the owner. 
The Los Angeles association is to be congratulated on recog- 
nizing this fact, and its campaign will help iron out some 





of the difficulties of the used car merchants.

Want New | 
Auction Law | 
In Massachusetts 


Boston, Nov. 10.—The Massa- 
chusetts Legislature will be asked,
